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PRICES  BT  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS  WWlfOS 

Dealers1  buying  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  early  July  averaged  $6.l6  per 
hundredweight  for  176  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    This  was  the 
same  as  the  June  average  "but  39  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    Regional  price  changes 
from  June  ranged  from  a  decrease  of  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
region  to  an  increase  of  1  cent  in  the  West  North  Central,  East  South  Central,  and 
Mountain  regions.    Dealer  prices  for  other  regions  were  unchanged  from  June. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in  25 
cities  averaged  50.7  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  July.    This  was  fractionally- 
above  last  month  and  l.h  cents  above  a  year  earlier.    Home  delivered  quart  prices  for 
the  25  cities  averaged  31.2  cents  in  July,  only  slightly  higher  than  June  but  1.6 
cents  higher  than  July  I966. 

In  New  England,  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $6.81  per  hundredweight  for  July-- 
unchanged  from  May  and  June  1967  but  k-3  cents  above  July  1966.    Consumer  prices  out 
of  stores  were  unchanged  in  most  markets  except  in  New  Hampshire  where  they  were 
lower  and  in  Vermont  where  they  were  mostly  higher  than  in  June.    Home  delivered 
prices  were  above  June  levels  in  both  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  but  mostly  unchanged 
in  the  other  New  England  States. 

Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  for  July  averaged  $6.6l  per 
hundredweight — down  slightly  from  June  but  up  53  cents  from  July  1966.    Store  and 
home  delivered  prices  were  generally  unchanged  or  lower  than  June  except  for  general 
increases  in  northern  New  Jersey. 

Dealers'  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
$5 • 58  per  hundredweight  in  July — Unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  but  h6  cents  above 
July  1966.    Milk  prices  to  consumers  held  mostly  steady  compared  with  June  19&7- 
The  most  significant  changes  from  June  were  general  increases  reported  for 
Indianapolis,  and  decreases  reported  for  Springfield,  Illinois. 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5-31  per 
hundredweight  in  July- -up  slightly  from  June  and  Ik  cents  above  July  last  year. 
Consumer  prices  continued  mostly  unchanged  from  May  and  June  1967  levels.    An  in- 
crease in  prices  in  Wichita,  Kansas  and  Rapid  City,  South  Dakota  over  June  returned 
prices  to  May  levels  in  those  two  markets. 

Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  averaged  $6.73  per 
hundredweight — unchanged  from  May  and  June  1967  but  33  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  paid  by  consumers  for  milk  sold  out  of  stores  and  home  delivered  were  mostly 
unchanged  from  May  and  June  levels. 
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In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  the  Class  I  milk  price  average  for  July,  at 
$6.25  per  hundredweight,  increased  slightly  from  a  month  earlier  and  was  38  cents  above 
a  year  earlier.    Compared  with  June,  consumer  prices  for  July  were  mostly  unchanged 
for  both  out  of  store  and  home  delivered  milk. 

Class  I  prices  for  July  in  the  West  South  Central  area  averaged  $6.56 — the  same  as 
for  May  and  June  but  20  cents  over  July  1966. Consumer  prices  compared  with  June  1967 
continued  mostly  unchanged  to  lower. 

Dealers  in  the  Mountain  Region  paid  an  average  of  $6.19  per  hundredweight  for  Class 
I  milk  purchased  in  early  July.    This  was  up  slightly  from  June  but  16  cents  over 
July  1966.    Consumer  prices  generally  held  unchanged  from  June  for  store  purchases  and 
home  delivered  milk. 

The  Pacific  Region  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $5-63  for  July- -unchanged  from 
June  but  2h  cents  above  July  1966.    Consumer  prices  were  unchanged  from  June  in  Washington 
markets  but  higher  in  most  Oregon  markets  and  parts  of  California — especially  Sacramento. 

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

April  sales  of  whole  milk  in  76  marketing  areas  under  regulation  (67  Federal  and 
9  State)  totaled  89.6  million  pounds  per  day — down  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and 
down  3  percent  from  the  average  daily  rate  for  March.    The  sharp  drop  in  sales  from  a 
year  earlier  is  partly  because  of  5  Sundays  in  April  1967  and  h  Sundays  in  April  i960. 
Daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  for  75  regulated  areas  during  April  averaged  about  8 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  but  3  percent  below  the  average  daily  sales  rate  for 
March  1967. 

In  7^  regulated  areas,  April  average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (mostly 
half  and  half)  totaled  about  1.1  million  pounds — down  11  percent  from  the  same  month  a 
year  earlier  and  h  percent  below  March.    April  daily  average  sales  of  other  cream  pro- 
ducts in  *jh  areas  were  down  13  percent  from  April  1966  and  down  6  percent  from  March  1967. 
Cream  sales  were  affected  by  the  difference  in  dates  for  Easter,  which  fell  in  March  1967 
and  in  April  1966. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products  during  April  1967  averaged  about  h  per- 
cent below  a  year  earlier  and  3  percent  below  the  March  1967  average. 

Preliminary  data  on  May  1967  sales  of  fluid  milk  in  7^-  marketing  areas  averaged 
89.3  million  pounds  per  day — up  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier  but  down  about  1  percent 
from  a  month  earlier.    There  were  k  Sundays  in  May  1967  compared  with  5  in  May  1966. 

May  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  to  plants  regulated  for  66  Federal  and  8  State 
marketing  areas  were  about  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  per  producer 
averaged  1,167  pounds  per  day  in  May — up  nearly  6  percent  from  May  1966. 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  June  1967  is  estimated  at  ll,l6l  million 
pounds — down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    On  a  per  capita  basis,  June  milk  production 
amounted  to  I.87  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  with  1.91  pounds  for  June  last  year.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS 


August  I967  prices  paid  "by  dealers   for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged 
$6.18  per  hundredweight  for  17^  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The 
August  average  is  up  2  cents  from  July  and  19  cents  above  a  year  earlier.  Regional 
price  changes  from  July  ranged  from  a  decrease  of  7  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Region  to  an  increase  of  15  cents  in  the  East  North  Central  area.     Dealer  prices  were 
generally  unchanged  from  July  in  New  England,  West  North  Central,  West  South  Central, 
and  Pacific  Regions. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in  25 
cities  averaged  50. 6  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  August.    This  was  about  the  same 
as  both  last  month  and  a  year  earlier.    Home  delivered  quart  prices  for  the  25  cities 
averaged  31*2  cents  in  August — the  same  as  July  but  1  cent  higher  than  August  I966. 

In  New  England,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.8l  per  hundredweight  for 
August — unchanged  from  the  last  three  months  but  h2  cents  above  August  I966.  Con- 
sumer prices  out  of  stores  and  home  delivered  were  mostly  unchanged.    The  most 
significant  changes  from  July  were  markets  in  Caribou,  Maine  and  Lowell -Lawrence, 
Massachusetts  where  half  gallon  out -of -store  prices  dropped  5  to  7  cents. 

Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  for  August  averaged  $6.5^  per 
hundredweight - -down  7  cents  from  July  but  up  26  cents  from  August  1966.    A  decrease 
in  dealers'  buying  prices  was  recorded  for  northern  New  Jersey  and  all  New  York 
markets.    Consumer    prices  were  unchanged  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  but  varied 
in  New  York  where  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  higher. 

Dealers'  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
$5*73  per  hundredweight  in  early  August— up  15  cents  rrom  a  monxri  earlier  and  ±9  cents 
above  August  1966.    Class  I  price  increases  of  15  to  32  cents  over  July  were  recorded 
in  Michigan,  Ohio,  and  parts  of  Indiana.    Illinois  and  Wisconsin  Class  I  prices  held 
unchanged  from  July.    Consumer  prices  were  unchanged  from  July  in  Illinois,  Wisconsin, 
and  Indiana.    Prices  consumers  paid  for  milk  sold  in  stores  or  home  delivered  were  up 
1  to  2  cents  per  quart  in  Michigan  and  Ohio  markets. 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'   Class  I  prices  averaged  $5.31  per 
hundredweight  in  August — unchanged  from  July  and  slightly  below  August  of  last  year. 
Consumer  prices  continued  unchanged  from  July  for  in  store  purchases  and  home  deliv- 
ered milk. 

Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  for  August  averaged 
$6.71  per  hundredweight— down  2  cents  from  July  but  22  cents  above  August  1966.  Prices 
paid  by  consumers  for  milk  sold  out  of  stores  and  home  delivered  were  mostly  unchanged 
from  July  levels.

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  the  Class  I  milk  price  average  for  August,  at 
$6.33  per  hundredweight,  was  8  cents  above  a  month  earlier  and  30  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.    Consumer  prices  held  mostly  unchanged  from  July  19^7*    The  most  significant 
changes  were  general  increases  of  1  to  3  cents  per  quart  in  Nashville,  Tennessee  and 
Lexington,  Kentucky  markets. 

Class  I  prices  for  August  in  the  West  South  Central  area  averaged  $6.56 — the  same 
as  for  May  through  July,  but  11  cents  over  August  1966.    Consumer  prices  continued 
mostly  unchanged  to  lower  from  July. 

Dealers  in  the  Mountain  Region  paid  an  average  of  $6.21  per  hundredweight  for 
Class  I  milk  purchased  in  early  August.    This  was  up  slightly  from  July  and  10  cents 
over  August  1966.    Consumer    prices  were  unchanged  in  nearly  all  markets  from  July. 

Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Pacific  Region  averaged  $5*63  for  August — unchanged 
from  June  and  July  but  2  cents  above  August  1966.    Consumer    prices  were  unchanged 
from  July  in  Washington,  unchanged  to  lower  in  Oregon,  and  unchanged  to  slightly 
higher  in  California. 

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

May  sales  of  whole  milk  in  j6  marketing  areas  under  regulation  (67  Federal  and 
9  State)  totaled  89.3  million  pounds  per  day — only  slightly  below  both  May  I966  and 
the  average  daily  rate  for  April  19^7 •    Daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  for  75 
regulated  areas  during  May  averaged  about  1^  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  1 
percent  above  the  average  daily  sales  rate  for  April  19o7« 

In  Jh  regulated  areas,  May  average    daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures 
(mostly  half  and  half)  totaled  about  1.2  million  pounds — down  3  percent  from  the 
same  month  a  year  earlier  but  nearly  2  percent  above  April.    May  daily  average  sales 
of  other  cream  products  in  7^  areas  were  also  down  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier 
but  up  7  percent  from  April. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  milk  products  during  May  averaged  about  2 
percent  above  a  year  earlier  but  about  the  same  as  the  April  average. 

Preliminary  data  on  June  sales  of  fluid  milk  in  "Jh  marketing  areas  averaged 
8k. 1  million  pounds  per  day — about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  down  6  percent 
from  a  month  earlier. 

June  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  to  plants  regulated  for  66  Federal  and  8 
State  marketing  areas  were  about  1  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  per  pro- 
ducer averaged  1,15^-  pounds  per  day  in  June--up  6  percent  from  June  1966. 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  July  1967  is  estimated  at  10, 3H 
million  pounds- -down  slightly  from  a  year  earlier.    On  a  per  capita  basis  July  milk 
production  amounted  to  I.67  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  with  1.70  pounds  per 
person  for  July  1966.

CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 


September  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged 
$6.27  per  hundredweight  for  176  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
The  September  average  is  up  9  cents  from  August  and  1^  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.    All  regional  prices  were  the  same  or  higher  than  August.    Price  changes 
from  August  ranged  from  no  change  for  New  England,  West  North  Central,  and  South 
Atlantic  Regions  to  an  increase  of  38  cents  in  the  West  South  Central  Region. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in 
25  cities  averaged  51. 1  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  September.    This  was 
one-half  cent  above  August  but  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Home 
delivered  quart  prices  for  the  25  cities  averaged  31*^  cents  in  September — up 
slightly  from  August  and  nearly  1  cent  higher  than  September  1966. 

In  New  England,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.8l  per  hundredweight 
for  September— unchanged  from  the  last  four  months  but  2  cents  below  September 
1966.    Consumer  prices  out  of  stores  and  home  delivered  continued  mostly  un- 
changed. 

Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  averaged  §6.6k 
hundredweight  for  September.    This  was  10  cents  above  August.    Prices  in 
New  York  and  Northern  New  Jersey  increased  1^  cents  over  August  following  a 
9  cent  drop  from  July  to  August.    Consumer  prices  out  of  stores  and  home  de- 
livered were  mostly  unchanged.    The  most  significant  changes  from  August  were 
in  Westchester  County,  New  York  where  gallon  out  of  store  prices  dropped  8  cents 
and  New  York  City  where  half-gallon  heme  delivered  prices  dropped  2  to  8  cents 
from  August  levels. 

Dealers  1  prices  for  fluid-use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
$5.87  per  hundredweight  in  early  September — up  1^  cents  from  a  month  earlier 
and  2k  cents  above  September  1966.    Class  I  price  increases  of  10  to  38  cents 
over  August  were  recorded  in  parts  of  Wisconsin,  northern  Illinois,  Indiana, 
and  Ohio.    Michigan  Class  I  prices  held  unchanged  from  August.  Home-delivered 
prices  to  consumers  held  unchanged  in  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  and  Ohio,  but  increased 
slightly  in  parts  of  Illinois  and  Indiana.    Prices  consumers  paid  for  milk  sold 
out  of  stores  were  up  1  to  2  cents  per  quart  in  parts  of  Indiana,  Illinois,  and 
Wisconsin.    Prices  also  increased  in  Michigan  on  the  lower  side  of  the  price 
ranges. 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers*  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5.31 
per  hundredweight  in  September—unchanged  from  July  and  August  but  21  cents 
below  September  of  last  year.    Consumer  prices  continued  unchanged  from  July 
and  August  except  in  North  Dakota  where  both  out-of-store  and  home-delivered 
prices  generally  increased  1  to  2  cents  per  quart.

Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  for  September 
averaged  $6.71  per  hundredweight — the  same  as  August  but  17  cents  above 
September  I966.    Consumer  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  except  in  South  Carolina 
where  out-of -store  and  home-delivered  prices  increased  1  cent  per  quart.  Out- 
of -store  prices  in  Miami,  Florida  increased  about  2  cents  per  quart. 

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  the  early  September  Class  I  milk  price 
averaged  $6.^5  per  hundredweight — up  12  cents  from  August  as  most  Tennessee 
buying  prices  increased  about  25  to  50  cents.    Consumer  prices  were  mostly 
unchanged  except  in  Louisville  and  Lexington,  Kentucky  markets  where  they  were 
mostly  higher. 

Class  I  prices  for  early  September  in  the  West  South  Central  area  averaged 
$6.9^  per  hundredweight — up  38  cents  from  August  and  3^  cents  above  September 
1966,  as  Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Texas  Class  I  prices  increased.    Consumer  prices 
generally  increased  from  August  in  the  region  except  in  Louisiana  where  dealer 
buying  prices  were  also  unchanged. 

Dealers  in  the  Mountain  Region  paid  an  average  of  $6.22  per  hundredweight 
for  Class  I  milk  purchased  in  early  September — up  slightly  from  August  but  down 
6  cents  from  September  1966.    Consumer  prices  were  unchanged  in  nearly  all  markets. 

Pacific  Region  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $5.64  for  September — up 
slightly  from  both  a  month  and  year  ago.  Consumer  prices  were  unchanged 
in  nearly  all  markets. 

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

Daily  average  whole  milk  sales  during  June  totaled  83.3  million  pounds 
in  76  marketing  areas  under  Federal  or  State  regulation.    The  daily  average 
for  June  was  about  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  7  percent  below  the 
average  daily  rate  for  May  1967*    Daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  75  regu- 
lated areas  during  June  averaged  about  12  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier 
but  about  the  same  a6  May  1967. 

June  gales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  in  "Jh  regu- 
lated areas  averaged  about  1.1  million  pounds  per  day — down  5  percent  from 
the  same  month  a  year  earlier  and  down  almost  2  percent  from  May.    Other  cream 
product  sales  on  a  daily  basis  during  June  in  7k'  marketing  areas  were  also 
down  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  2  percent  below  May. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  milk  products  during  June  1967 
averaged  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier,  as  the  increase  in  skim  milk  sales 
offset  decreases  in  the  other  fluid  product  groups.    The  June  daily  average 
for  all  fluid  products  was  nearly  6  percent  below  May. 

Preliminary  data  on  July  sales  of  total  fluid  milk  items  in  7^  marketing 
areas  averaged  8lA  million  pounds  per  day — down  about  1  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  and  down  k  percent  from  June.    Cumulative  average  daily  sales  for 
the  first  7  months  of  the  year  were  less  than  1  percent  below  the  same  period 
last  year. 

July  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  66  Federal 
and  8  State  marketing  areas  were  about  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  Receipts 
per  producer  averaged  1,0^8  pounds  per  day  in  July — up  9  percent  from  July  1966. 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  1967  was  estimated 
at  9*757  million  pounds — about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  k  percent 
below  the  1961-65  average  for  the  month.    On  a  per  capita  basis,  August 
milk  production  amounted  to  I.58  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  with 
I.60  pounds  per  person  for  August  1966.

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October  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged  $6.30 
per  hundredweight  for  1?6  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The 
October  average  is  up  2  cents  from  September  and  6  cents  above  a  year  earlier.  All 
regional  averages  were  the  same  or  higher  than  September.    Price  changes  from  Septemb 
ranged  from  no  change  in  the  New  England,  Middle  Atlantic,  South  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Regions  to  a  10-cent  increase  in  the  West  North  Central  Region. 


Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in  25 
cities  averaged  51-1  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  October,  the  same  as  September  bu 
about  one-half  cent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Home  delivered  quart  prices  for  the 
25  cities  averaged  31*5  cents  in  October — up  slightly  from  the  previous  month  and 
about  one -half  cent  more  than  the  previous  year. 


In  New  England,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.81  per  hundredweight  for 
October — the  same  as  September  but  2k  cents  less  than  October  1966.    Consumer  prices 
for  out-of -store  and  home -delivered  milk  were  mostly  unchanged  from  September. 


Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  averaged  $6.64  per  hundredweig 
for  October,  the  same  as  both  September  1967  and  October  1966.  Consumer  prices  in  th 
area  were  mostly  unchanged. 


Dealers'  prices  for  fluid  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged  $5.88 
per  hundredweight  in  October — up  3  cents  from  a  month  earlier  and  20  cents  above  a 
year  earlier.    Class  I  price  increases  of  50  cents  per  hundredweight  were  reported  in 
some  Illinois  markets.    The  Green  Bay  Class  I  price  increased  39  cents  and  Marquette 
was  up  23  cents.    In  other  markets  of  the  Region,  Class  I  prices  were  unchanged  from 
a  month  earlier.    Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home  delivered,  were  mostly  un- 
changed in  Ohio  and  Michigan,  mixed  in  Indiana,  and  up  from  September  in  most 
Illinois  and  Wisconsin  markets. 


In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5.67  per 
hundredweight  in  October,  up  10  cents  from  September  and  9  cents  above  October  last 
year.    All  markets  in  Missouri  and  Kansas,  also  Burlington,  Iowa,  show  increases  in 
Class  I  prices  from  those  reported  in  early  September.    Consumer  prices  were  unchange 
in  all  States  of  the  region  except  Missouri  and  Kansas  where  prices  of  milk  sold  out 
of  stores  and  home  delivered  increased  in  all  markets.

Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  for  October  averaged 
$6.71  per  hundredweight — the  same  as  September  but  5  cents  above  October  1966. 
Dealers  buying  prices  were  down  10  cents  per  hundredweight  in  North  Carolina  markets, 
up  5  cents  in  the  Wheeling  market  and  mostly  unchanged  elsewhere  in  the  region. 
Consumer  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  in  this  area.    Exceptions  were  reported  in  the 
Cumberland  market  where  out-of-store  prices  were  down  and  in  the  Charleston  market 
where  prices  were  up  on  both  out-of-store  and  home-delivered  milk. 

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  October  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $6.^7  per 
hundredweight,  up  2  cents  from  September  and  21  cents  more  than  October  1966.  In 
Mississippi  markets,  dealers*  prices  increased  13-15  cents  per  hundredweight  and  con- 
sumers' prices  were  up  1  cent  per  half -gallon  on  milk  sold  out  of  stores  and  delivered 
to  homes. 

Class  I  prices  for  October  in  the  West  South  Central  area  averaged  $6.91+  per 
hundredweight,  up  2  cents  from  September  and  19  cents  above  October  1966.  Consumer 
prices  were  up  from  September  in  all  areas  of  Oklahoma  and  in  most  Arkansas  and  Texas 
markets,  but  unchanged  in  Louisiana. 

Dealers  in  the  Mountain  Region  paid  an  average  of  $6.23  per  hundredweight  for 
Class  I  milk  purchased  in  October,  up  1  cent  from  September  but  down  15  cents  from 
October  1966.    Consumer  prices  increased  in  the  Albuquerque  market  but  were  mostly 
unchanged  elsewhere  in  the  region. 

Pacific  Region  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $5. 6k  for  October,  unchanged  from 
September  and  from  October  1966.    Prices  to  consumers  were  mostly  unchanged  in  this  area. 

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AMD  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

Whole  milk  sales  in  76  regulated  marketing  areas  averaged  80.0  million  pounds  per 
day  during  July,  about  5  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  down  k  percent  from  June  1967. 
For  the  first  7  months  of  19679  whole  milk  sales  totaled  3  percent  less  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1966.    July  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  75  regulated  areas 
dropped  k  percent  from  June  on  a  daily  average  basis  but  were  still  10  percent  above  a 
year  earlier.    For  the  first  7  months  of  the  year,  the  cumulative  gain  in  skim  milk 
sales  over  1966  was  12  percent. 

July  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  "]k  regulated  areas  were  3  percent  below 
both  a  year  earlier  and  June  1967.  Sales  of  other  cream  products  in  July  were  down  9 
percent  from  June  and  k  percent  from  July  1966,  on  a  daily  average  basis. 

Combined  sales  of  all  fluid  products  during  July  averaged  8l.2  million  pounds,  per 
day,  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier  and  down  k  percent  from  June.    Preliminary  data  on 
August  sales  of  total  fluid  items  averaged  83.6  million  pounds  per  day,  continuing  2 
percent  below  a  year  earlier.    For  the  first  7  months  of  1967>  total  fluid  sales  were 
about  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier,  with  larger  skim  milk  sales  nearly  offsetting 
declines  in  whole  milk,  mixtures  and  cream. 

August  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  7^  marketing  areas 
were  about  1  percent  above  August  1966.    Receipts  averaged  1,011  pounds  per  producer 
daily  in  August,  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

September  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  9? 173  million 
pounds,  1  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  k  percent  below  the  1961-65  average  for 
the  month.    September  milk  output  provided  1.53  pounds  of  milk  per  person  daily  for 

all  uses,  compared  with  I.58  pounds  a  year  earlier.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MARKETS 


November  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged  $6.31 
per  hundredweight  for  YjG  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The 
November  average  is  up  only  slightly  from  October  but  is  8  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 
Regional  price  averages  were  the  same  as  October,  except  for  a  14— cent  gain  in  the 
Mountain  Region. 


Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in  25 
cities  averaged  51.1  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  November.    This  was  the  same 
as  October  and  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Home  delivered  quart  prices  for  the 
25  cities  averaged  31.6  cents  in  November — about  the  same  as  the  previous  month  but 
about  1  cent  more  than  November  1966. 


In  New  England,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.8l  per  hundredweight  for 
November — the  same  as  October  but  2k  cents  less  than  November  1966.    Consumer  prices 
for  out-of-store  and  home  delivered  milk  were  mostly  unchanged  from  October. 


Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  averaged  $6 ,6k  per  hundred- 
weight for  November — the  same  as  October  1967  "but  6  cents  below  November  1966. 
Consumer  prices  in  this  area  were  steady  in  most  reporting  markets  except  New  York 
where  price  changes  were  mixed. 


Dealers'  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
$5«88  per  hundredweight  in  November — the  same  as  a  month  earlier  but  23  cents 
above  a  year  earlier.    Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home  delivered,  were 
mostly  unchanged  in  markets  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Wisconsin,  mixed  in  Illinois,  and 
mostly  higher  in  Michigan. 


In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5*69  per 
hundredweight  in  November,  up  2  cents  from  October  but  20  cents  less  than  November 
1966.    Consumer  prices  were  mostly  unchanged,  except  for  higher  home  delivery  prices 
in  Kansas  City  and  Springfield,  Missouri  and  lower  out-of-store  and  home  delivered 
milk  prices  in  Scottsbluff,  Nebraska.

Class  I  prices  paid  "by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  for  November  averaged 
$6.73  per  hundredweight — unchanged  from  September  and  October  but  11  cents  above 
November  1966.    Dealer  prices  were  up  in  North  Carolina  and  Florida  and  unchanged 
elsewhere.    Consumer  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  in  the  Region. 

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  dealer    buying  price  was  unchanged  from  a 
month  earlier  in  each  reporting  market.    The  average  price  for  the  Region,  at  $6.1j-7  per 
hundredweight,  was  23  cents  more  than  November  1966.    Retail  prices  of  milk,  both 
home  delivered  and  sold  out  of  stores,  were  up  slightly  in  Nashville,  while  out -of -store 
prices  for  half  gallons  showed  gains  in  Louisville  and  Montgomery. 

Class  I  prices  for  November  in  the  West  South  Central  area  averaged  $6.9^  per 
hundredweight,  the  same  as  October  but  up  2k  cents  from  November  1966.    Dealer  buying 
prices  were  mostly  unchanged  in  the  region,  except  for  Fort  Smith  and  Little  Rock 
where  slight  increases  were  reported  and  in  El  Paso  where  a  slight  decrease  occurred. 
Out-of-store  prices  for  half  gallons  were  down  in  Dallas,  Amarillo,  and  Tulsa  but  up 
slightly  in  Little  Rock,  Lubbock  and  San  Antonio.    Home  delivery  prices  continued 
mostly  unchanged. 

Dealers  in  the  Mountain  Region  paid  an  average  of  $6.27  per  hundredweight  for 
Class  I  milk — up  k  cents  from  October  but  3  cents  less  than  November  1966.  Dealer 
buying  prices  were  up  in  reporting  markets  of  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Utah,  and  New  Mexico. 
Retail  prices  were  mostly  unchanged. 

Pacific  Region  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $5.66  for  November — the  same  as 
October  but  3  cents  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Retail  prices  were  down  in  Oregon 
markets,  up  in  the  Everett -Seattle  markets,  mixed  in  Bremerton,  and  unchanged  elsewhere. 

SALES  OF  FLUID  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  MILK  FROM  PRODUCERS 

Whole  milk  sales  in  76  regulated  marketing  areas  averaged  82.5  million  pounds 
per  day  during  August.    This  was  about  k  percent  below  a  year  earlier  but  up  3  percent 
from  July  1967.    For  the  first  8  months  of  1967*  whole  milk  sales  totaled  3  percent 
less  than  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    August  1967  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  in 
75  markets  averaged  about  11  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  k  percent  above 
July  1967.    Skim  milk  sales  during  the  first  8  months  of  1967  averaged  12  percent  above 
the  same  period  for  1966. 

August  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  in  Jk  regulated 
areas  averaged  1.1  million  pounds  per  day — down  5  percent  from  the  same  month  a  year 
earlier  but  almost  1  percent  above  July  1967.    Other  cream  product  sales  during  August 
in  7**-  marketing  areas  were  down  about  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  1  percent 
below  July. 

Combined  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  milk  products  during  August  1967  averaged  about 
83.5  million  pounds  per  day.    This  was  down  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier  but  about 
3  percent  above  July.    For  the  first  8  months  of  1967*  total  fluid  sales  were  about  1 
percent  below  a  year  earlier  as  larger  skim  milk  sales  continue  to  nearly  offset  declines 
in  whole  milk,  mixtures  and  cream.    Preliminary  data  on  September  sales  of"  total  fluii. 
items  averaged  93.6  million  pounds  per  day,  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier. 

September  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  Jh  marketing  areas 
were  about  the  same  as  September  1966.  Daily  receipts  per  producer  averaged  1,019  pounds 
in  September — up  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

October  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  9,209  million  pounds-- 
about  1  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  5  percent  below  the  1961-65  average  for  the 
month.    October  milk  output  provided  1.^9  pounds  of  milk  per  person  daily  for  all  uses, 
compared  with  1.52  pounds  a  year  earlier.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MARKETS 


December  prices  paid,  by  dealers  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged  $6.33 
per  hundredweight  for  176  markets,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    The  average 
for  early  December  is  up  2  cents  from  November  and  Ik  cents  above  a  year  earlier. 
By  regions,  the  most  significant  changes  from  November  were  a  3-cent  reduction  for 
New  Ene1*^  and  a  19-cent  per  hundredweight  increase  in  the  Pacific  area. 

Store  prices  to  consumers  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  sold  in  25 
cities  averaged  51*2  cents  per  half  gallon  in  early  December.    This  was  about  the 
same  as  October  and  November  1967  an^-  December  1966.    Home-delivered  quart  prices 
for  the  25  cities  averaged  31»7  cents  in  December  —  about  the  same  as  October  and 
November  but  nearly  1  cent  above  year -ago  prices. 

In  New  England,  dealers*  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.78  per  hundredweight  for 
December  —  down  3  cents  from  a  month  earlier  and  27  cents  below  a  year  earlier. 
Consumer  prices  for  milk  purchased  in  stores  were  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  in 
nearly  all  markets.    Home  delivery  prices  were  generally  stable  in  most  markets 
except  Massachusetts  where  prices  increased  slightly  for  half  gallons. 

Class  I  milk  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  averaged  $6.64  per  hundred - 
weight  for  December  —  unchanged  from  October  and  November  but  6  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.  Consumer  prices  in  the  area  were  mostly  steady  except  in  several  New  York 
State  markets  where  mixed  price  changes  were  reported. 

Dealers*  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
$5.88  per  hundredweight  in  December  —  the  same  as  October  and  November  but  25  cents 
above  a  year  earlier.    Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home  delivered,  were 
generally  unchanged  in  Wisconsin  and  most  of  Indiana,  Michigan,  and  Ohio.  Store 
prices  were  mixed  in  most  Illinois  markets  while  home  delivery  prices  were  steady 
to  higher. 

In  the  West  North  Central  Region,  dealers'  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5.70  per 
hundredweight  in  December  —  up  only  slightly  from  November  but  30  cents  above 
December  1966.    Consumer  prices  were  mostly  unchanged. 

Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  for  December 
averaged  $6.73  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  since  September  but  8  cents  above 
December  1966.    Increases  in  Florida  Class  I  prices  from  November  offset  declines 
in  North  Carolina.    Consumer  prices,  both  at  stores  and  home  delivered  were  unchanged 
from  November  for  nearly  all  of  the  region. 

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  dealer  buying  prices  averaged  $6.Vf  per 
hundredweight  --  unchanged  from  October  and  November  1967  but  2k  cents  above  Decem- 
ber 1966.    Retail  prices  were  generally  unchanged  from  November  levels.

West  South  Central  Class  I  milk  prices  averaged  $6.96  per  hundredweight  in 
early  December.    This  was  2  cents  above  November  and  28  cents  above  December  1966. 
The  most  significant  Class  I  price  change  took  place  in  the  El  Paso,  Texas  area. 
Home  delivery  prices  continued  mostly  unchanged  in  the  West  South  Central  Region. 
Store  prices  were  steady  to  slightly  lower  compared  with  November  1967.

Mountain  Region  dealers  paid  an  average  of  $6.31  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I 
milk  in  early  December.    This  was  k  cents  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  1  cent  above 
December  1966,    Dealer  buying  prices  vere  up  from  November  in  reporting  markets  of 
New  Mexico,  Utah  and  Wyoming.    Out -of -store  and  home  -delivered  milk  prices  continued 
mostly  unchanged. 

Dealers  in  the  Pacific  Region  paid  an  average  of  $5«85  per  hundredweight  of 
Class  I  milk  in  early  December.    This  was  up  19  cents  from  November  as  general 
increases  in  Class  I  prices  went  into  effect  in  all  California  markets.    Prices  for 
the  region  averaged  23  cents  above  December  1966.    Out-of -store  and  home -delivered 
prices  in  California  increased  about  l/2  cent  per  quart  over  November  1967.  Retail 
prices  in  the  Salem,  Oregon  market  were  mixed,  while  prices  in  other  Oregon  and 
Washington  markets  held  generally  unchanged  from  November.

Whole  milk  sales  during  September  in  76  regulated  marketing  areas  averaged 
92.5  million  pounds  per  day.    This  was  about  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier  but  up 
12  percent  from  average  daily  sales  in  August  1967*    For  the  first  9  months  of 
1967,  whole  milk  sales  totaled  about  3  percent  less  than  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.    September  1967  cLaily  sales  of  skim  milk  in  75  markets  averaged  about  12 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  7  percent  above  August  1967.    Skim  milk  sales 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1967  averaged  12  percent  above  the  same  period  for 
1966. 

Milk  and  cream  mixtures  (mostly  half  and  half)  sales  on  a  daily  basis  in  7^ 
regulated  areas  averaged  k  percent  less  for  September  1967  compared  with  a  year 
earlier  but  were  2  percent  above  August  19&7«    Daily  average  sales  for  other  cream 
products  during  September  in  jk  marketing  areas  were  about  6  percent  below  a  year 
earlier  but  nearly  the  same  as  August  1967* 

Combined  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  milk  products  during  September  1967  averaged 
nearly  93*8  million  pounds  per  day.    This  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but 
12  percent  above  August.    For  the  first  9  months  of  19&7*  total  fluid  sales  were 
about  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    Preliminary  data  on  October  sales  of  total 
fluid  items  averaged  92  million  pounds  per  day  —  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier. 

October  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  at  plants  regulated  for  jk  marketing 
areas  averaged  about  I3O.8  million  pounds  per  day  —  about  the  same  as  October 
1966.    Daily  receipts  per  producer  averaged  1,017  pounds  during  October  1967  com- 
pared with  963  pounds  a  year  earlier. 

November  milk  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  8,86l  million 
pounds  —  about  2  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  5  percent  below  the  1961-65 
average  for  the  month.    November  milk  output  provided  l,k8  pounds  of  milk  per  person 
daily  for  all  uses,  compared  with  I.52  pounds  a  year  earlier.
